Most of the tables in this publication have been prepared entirely on a monthly 
basis, to provide easy comparison of data. With a few exseptions, annual and 


actual totals by multiplying by 12 and 3 respectively.

There‘ore Annual total = 12 X 551 = 6,612 
(Actual figure is 6,614) 
Births in March quarter 1960 -

The statistics as published can be adapted to give information in a number of 
different forms. For instance — 


(1) Details can be obtained for calendar or financial years as required, by 
addition of figures for the four relevant quarters. 


(2) Progress total for the year to date can be obtained by adding totals of 
quarters and months. 


e.8. If May figures are the latest published, total for the 5 months 
to May = 3 X monthly average of March quarter + April and.May. 


This procedure can be used to calculate corresponding figures for the same 
period of the previous two years, or similar information on a financial year. basis.
